Both the statement and the extract from the 
order-in-council are plain, and they are entirely 
consistent. What they meant was that anyone 
holding a “prosperity certificate” duly stamped 
could take it to the provincial treasury on any 
of the named days in a month and get cash for 
it at face value. This privilege was to be open 
to all, whether merchants or otherwise occu- 
pied or employed. 

But on Wednesday the Provincial Treasurer 
gave out another statement, explaining that 
this explanation was all wrong. Only whole- 
salers and retailers can get cash for certificates 
on the monthly pay-days. “Individual holders” 
of other classes must keep the certificates for 
the full two years, stamping them each week, 
before they can present them for payment. 

This statement is also plain, and being given 
out last it must be supposed to take precedence 
over the other. What happened overnight to 
cause the Provincial Treasurer to retract his 
promise to cash certificates for “all and sundry” 
and to limit the privilege to merchants would 
seem to make some further explaining appro- 
priate. 

Pending the clearing up of that point, the 
embarrassing position in which the Minister has 
been placed confirms the somewhat wide im- 
pression that the scrip scheme was launched 
before the members of the cabinet had decided 
exactly what it was they were going to do. If 
the finance minister did not know on Tuesday 
who he was to pay and when, the public can- 
not be blamed for viewing the whole scheme 
with skepticism.

He figured that 
with $300 basic dividends he could afford to 
take a chance on selling half his crop for Pros- 
perity Certificates. ‘His companion said his 
crop last year brought cnly six dollars. 

All were very angry with the wholesalers 
for not taking the certificates. 

“The Plan vill vork, I tell you,” said the 
quietest man of the four. He predicted that by 
the end of this week all the wholesale houses 
in Alberta will be taking the certificates. 

The man whose sales were only six dollars 
last year was asked if he would take the cer- 
tificates for his crop. He was a cautious chap. 
“If I can get someone else to take them from 
me, I will,” he said.

That the demurrage scrip idea has merit in 
making people pay their bills rather than stamp 
their scrip was shown by an episode in a store 
I visited. A man was busy propositioning the 
merchant. 

“T’ve got a chap who owes me fifteen dollars. 
He says he will pay if I'll take certificates,” he 
said. He wanted the merchant to first agree to 
give him goods for the certificates before he 
took them, The merchant said, “I'll take them 
if you can tell me how I can get rid of them.” 

That stumped the deal. “I've been to every 
merchant in town and none of them will take 
the certificates,’ said the would-be-customer 
sadly. 

It was a great handicap to the success of the 
Scrip Scheme when the government omitted to 
make provision for easy redemption or to take 
back certificates for taxes, liquor, education and 
marriage licenses.

Tomatoes Are Health 
Builders 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The tomato is a valuable fruit from the 
health building standpoint and its use is stead- 
ily increasing. Regardless of whether the fruit 
is used whole either raw or canned, or whether 
it is used in the form of canned tomato juice, it 
retains its full value. 

The reasons for the popu- 
larity of the tomato are easily 
understood; in the first place, 
people like its flavor; in the 
second place, it is compera- 
tively inexpensive; and in the 
third place, the health angle 
has undoubtedly affected the 
sales to a large degree. Also, 
tomatoes may be used the 
year around by taking advan- 
tage of the canned variety, 
which means that the season 
is not as restricted as it would be if we could 
enjoy tomatoes only during the summer season 
when they are ripening on the vines. 

The use of tomatoes has a distinctly benefi- 
cial effect upon the liver, and those with slug- 
gish livers will do well to take more tomatoes. 
Moreover, the tomato is an enemy of acidosis 
on account of the alkaline-forming food min- 
erals it contains, The tomato is properly classed 
as an acid fruit, due to the fact that it contains 
malic and other acids; however as the tomato 
is burned within the body, the acids are oxi- 
dized, leaving the basic salts which make the 
blood more alkaline. Tomatoes provide vitamins 
A and B and are ranked as one of the best 
sources of vitamin C. In most foods, vitamin C 
is lost upon heating, but the tomato is an ex- 
ception to this, inasmuch as the tomato may be 
heated for canning and still retain practically 
the same amount of Vitamin C it had when 
fresh. 

In using tomatoes, they should be combined 
according to the rule for combining raw acid 
fruits, which means that they combine well 
with protein, fish and ®on-star¢hy vegetables, 
but should not be combined with starches. The 
acid of the tomato appears to aid in the diges- 
tion of fish, and I therefore suggest that when 
you serve fish you also serve tomatoes at the 
same meal. 

The phenomenal increase in the sale of can- 
ned tomato juice partly depends upon improved 
methods of canning. The expressed juice of the 
tomato is yellow in color and this color does 
not appeal to the majority of people. The can- 
ners, therefore, tried to add enough tomato pulp 
to make the juice red, but had their difficulties 
because the pulp and the juice had a tendency 
to separate. However, by working out an im- 
proved method of dividing the pulp into very 
fine particles, they succeeded in solving the 
problem, producing a red tomato juice possess- 
ing an excellent color and having considerable 
body. Furthermore, the vitamin A in the to- 
mato tends to cling to the pulp: therefore, by 
adding the pulp, the canned tomato juice gains 
in this vitamin.

Tomato juice is widely used in the feeding 
of infants, being used the same as orange juice 
for the purpose of making good the vitamin C 
lacking in milk. However, it is equally good for 
people of all ages. Try a glass of the rich, red 
juice first thing in the morning, or the last thing 
at night before going to bed. 

The fresh tomatoes are widely used cut up 
in salads, or sliced plain. The canned whole to- 
matoes provide an excellent means of adding 
variety to a meal, and may be added to beef 
stews to supply a desirable flavor. Also, 
matoes are frequently used to make a delicious 
soup 


to- 


Inasmuch as tomatoes belong to the night- 
shade family, they were for a long time consid- 
ered poisonous and were grown in gardens for 
ornamental purposes, being at that time called 
“love apples.” However, we now know that 
there is nothing poisonous about the tomato, and 
this tempting, red fruit is now rightly consider- 
ed one of our greatest health builders. Remem- 
ber, money invested for tomatoes is money well 
spent .

YOSEMITE, Calif, Aug. 20 
Japan's spectacular rise as an ex 
porter is linked, probably perman- | 
ently, to a system of low selling 
prices and low wages, two British 
economists told the Institute of Pa- 
cific Relatio sterday 

A paper by Prof. G. E. Hubbard 
of the Royal Institute of Interna- 
tional affair and Denzil Baring of 
the British delegation, predicted the 
Japanese would be able to main- 
tain their position in the world's 
cotton good trade only through 
very low selling prices 

The paper said since 1928 Japan's 
cotton production had increased 34 
per cent and her steel production 55 
per cent, while in the United States 
steel production declined 54 per 
cent, in France 30 per cent, and in 
Great Britain 20 per cent 

“The general conclusion drawn, 
taid the paper is that the in- 
dustrialization of India and the Far 
East has come to stay and indeed all 
the portents are that it will con-
